Post Office denies report 
of 10§p mail this year

Sir William Ryl&nd, chair¬ 
man of the Post Office, yester¬ 
day denied a report in The 
Sunday Times that tbe cost of 
first-class letter post was to rise 
to 101 p this year. Mr Tom 
Jackson, general, secretary of 
the Union of Post Office Wor¬ 
kers, described the report as. 
“ rubbish, a nonsense and not 
accurate in any tray” 

Although it was admitted that, 
the Post Office had not offi¬ 
cially declared plans to raise 
charges, the report said _that 
they would rise to 10 Jp for tirsr- 
class mail and S’p for second 
class. A 10 !p stamp, similar to 
the 81p but of a different 
colour, was said to have been 
printed. 

Sir William said the Post 


Office had no plans for putting 
up letter prices, and a spokes¬ 
man added that the lOlp stamp 
how being printed was needed 
to help to meet increased de¬ 
mand for different value stamps 
. Mr Jackson said that an in¬ 
crease in postal rates of the 
magnitude suggested would be 
“ an absolute disaster ” for the 
P-ost Office^ and postal ivorkers.

Campaign to 
retain 
a hospital 
intensifies

Telford, Shropshire 
Health officials have said that 
even the. nucleus of a proposed 
district general . hospital in 
Telford new town'-could nor be 
in use for another ten years at 
the earliest. By that time, it is 
forecast, the population may 
exceed 127,000 and that of the 
hospital’s catchment area could 
be approaching 200,000. 

It is thought that when die 
West Midlands Regional Health 
Authority; derides on its build¬ 
ing priorities later this vear the 
Telford project is likely to be 
low down the list. That almost 
certainly means it may be into 
the 1990s before the hospital is 
built. 

Meanwhile the campaign 
intensifies to try to retain tbe 
excellent hospital which has 
existed for 35 years in the 
Stafford shir e-Shropshire border 
country involved, between 
Wolverhampton and Shrews¬ 
bury. 

During the Second World War 
tht RAF hospital at Cosford, 
about 14 miles from Wolver¬ 
hampton, bad 600 beds. Since 
then it has been slowly scaled 
down in size but not in 
efficiency, until last.year in a 
review of its hospital poliev 
the Ministry of Defence decided! 
it should cease to be an RAF 
hospital. 

The Department of HeaJtb 
and Social Security, however, 
entered into a contract with the 
ministry to use 97 beds and all 
supporting facilities. 

The professional staff con¬ 
tinued to be drawn almost en¬ 
tirely from the RAF which, the 
health authority has said, sub¬ 
stantially increased the cost be¬ 
cause of higher, pay and staffing 
ratios in service hospitals. 

The health authority decided 
last November that* Cosford 
should be closed as part of cost¬ 
cutting dictated by the national 
financial situation. Last month 
Mrs Castle, Secretary of State 
for Social Services, agreed that 
there was a strong case for clo¬ 
sure at an early date. Eut she 
decided that before a decision 
was taken various bodies, in¬ 
cluding Telford Development 
Corporation which, surprisingly, 
had not been consulted, should 
be given until the end of Febru¬ 
ary to make their views known. 

Since then there has been 
widespread protest from friends 
of the hospital, parish councils 
and others, all expressing alarm 
and emphasizing the hardship j 
that would be caused by do- I 
sure. j 

This year the cost is being ;

Searching scrutiny of Whitehall’s function

Members of the-general'sub¬ 
committee of tbe Commons 
Select Committee on Expendi¬ 
ture trill,meet in private today 
to decide on the strategy of 
their nine.-moDth investigation 
of the Civil Service due to .be¬ 
gin in March.

The committee has received 
a confidential document from 
Sir Douglas Allen, Head oij the 
Home Civil Service, reviewing 
the Goverhment’s progress in 
carrying out the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Fulton report of 
1968. The document, is falso 
understood to ’ contain i an 
analysis of the changed circum¬ 
stances in which central -gov¬ 
ernment has come to operate 
since Fulton reported, including 
the increase in its tasks and 
costs and the growing militancy 
of the Civil Service anions. 

Mr Michael English, Labour 
MP for Nottingham, West, 
chairman of the committee, and 
hu colleagues are likely as pne 
of their first moves to invite 
the unious ro submit written 
evidence. They are also 
likely to decide today |oa 
the appointment of a general 
a ?d a special adviser to 
aid them in their task, which 
will be the most thoroughgoing 
review ■ of Whitehall since 
Fulioo. 

The general adviser will be a 
retired senior civil servant. Mr 
English favours an industrialist 
with experience of staff manage¬ 
ment as the special advi-ser. 

The committee’s brief is to 
examine developments in the 
Civil Service since the Fulton 
report, but tbe main line of its 
inquiry is expected to be into 
the cost of central government. 

Last summer the committee

questioned Sir Ronald Radford. 
Chairman of the Board of 
Customs and Excise, and Sir 
Norman Price, Chairman of the 
Board of Inland Revenue, about 
an apparent decline in the 
productivity of their depart¬ 
ments judged by the increase 
oE administrative costs for each 
pound of tax collected. 

Mr English regards staff 
matters as of great importance 
in determining the level of 
public _ expenditure, because 
two thirds of the cost of central 
government is absorbed by 
salaries. “ My committee and I 
have already raised on more 
rhaa one occasion the justifi¬ 
ability, of restricting cuts in 
public expenditure to goods and 
services, so that the whole 
employment effect of such cuts 
falls outride central government 
itself ”, he said. 


The findings .of the Govern¬ 
ment’s recently completed Cost 
of Central Government Review 
are likely, " therefore, to be 
closely scrutinized by the com¬ 
mittee. The six-month review, 
undertaken by- a- team of senior 
members *>£ tbe Civil Service 
Department, paid particular 
attention to manpower-intensive 
departments such as the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Social 
Security, the Ministry of 
Defence, Inland Revalue and 
Customs and 7 Hbcdse. which 
between them account for 
almost three fifths of the non- 
ind us trial Civil Service. 

The review team thought that 
significant reductions in staff 
would be impossible unless 
ministers took important poli¬ 
tical decisions about the 
country’s defence capability, the 
level of tax thresholds, and the 
numbers entitled to social 
security' payments. 

The expenditure committee 
recently completed a report on 
the shortcomings of tbe Gov¬ 
ernment's system of controlbng 
public expenditure.

The 
bulletin says that in Berkshire 
cuts amounting to £lJ>m have 
been presented o the education 
committee; they could hardly 
be made without teacher 
redundancies, it adds. 

Tn Cheshire the education 
committee is considering a 
£6.5m cut to meet a no growth 
requirement. Teachers and 
parents arcue thar an extra 
£ 2 .7m would be needed to main¬ 
tain education standards. 

In Cumbria die council has 
decided to reduce revenue 
requirements by double tbe 
amount required by the Depart¬ 
ment of the Environment. 
Education cuts will amount to 
E 1.06m out of total revenue 
cuts of £1.7m. 

Although the budget for 
education in Devon is up by 
£14m, the effect will be a cut¬ 
back in provision because of 
iirflation. Programmes in 
nursery units and primary 
school' replacements have 
almost been abandoned, and 
there is no provision for 


further education and the build' 
ing of special schools. 

In Gloucestershire, one of 
the authorities worst _ affected, 
tbe education committee has 
decided on cuts wbkh include 
reducing tbe number of 
teachers in primary schools by 
100 and is to appoint only 3J 
new secondary school teachers;

Cuts of mere than £500,000 
have been decided on In Somer¬ 
set. including £60,000 off adult 
education.

ln a sermon preached in 
Salisbury Cathedral in May, 
1974, Mr Smithers, who was 
then deputy director of 
Christian Aid, described how 
be found Lazaret. “Some 
three weeks after we left last 
October our convoy arrived in 
Niamev, capital of the Repub¬ 
lic of Niger, which Ues to the 
north of Nigeria. And when 
nur work of preparing and 
handing over the vehicles was 
completed some of us went to 
visit Camp ‘Lavaret on the out¬ 
skirts of rhe io wu. 

“ There, at that nme. were 
some ltMMO Maliea Toureg 
nomads, men and their families 
from rhe desert regions of Mali 
arouud Timbuctoo sod beyond, 
who. finding very little succour 
iu their own country, bad come 
across the border into Niger 
arre had set up this great camp- 
“Tbe mounds of red earth 
outside the camp were eloquent 
indeed of the devastation that 
measles, malnutrition, starva- 
ion. and the multiplicity of 
diseases which grip hungry 
bodies can wreak, and of the 
toll that death bad taken. We 
played with some of the chil¬ 
dren in the rents, little Ahmed, 
Malalki. and many others. Six 
weeks later I returned to that 
camp. AH those children were 
dead. . . .” 

What he did not then tell 
the cathedral congregation in 
May, 1974. was his belief that 
Christian Aid was responsible 
for those deaths in Camp 
Lazaret. The Toureg tribes¬ 
men, being foreigners, were not 
a high priority for the Ni.ser 
Government's sparse famine 
relief programme, and Mr 
Smithers sought someone in the 
local population who would 
take them under his wing. 

He found the local Roman 
Catholic bishop. Mgr Berber, 
who was virtually tbe only 
representative of any Christian 
church io the area. Mgr Ber¬ 
lier knew, about Lazaret, but 
he was a poor man with no 
money and could do nothing to 
relieve the suffering of the 
refi’eees. 

Mgr Berlier agreed to set up 
a rudimentary relief programme 
for the camp if Christian Aid 
would fund it. He was promised 
ao immediate cash grant and 
told to ask for more when he 
needed it. On December 21, by 
telegram from London, be was 
told that die initial grant'would 
be £4,000 and it was being sent 
immediately. 

On January 29, 1974, Mr. 
Smithera returned to Niamey 
and visited Camp Lazaret. “ Now 
the camo had grown to 13.000 ”, 
he said in his Salisbury sermon. 
“The companion who was with 
■ nie on that second visit, looking 
at the faces of the people, 
listening to the stories they had 
tn tell, wept. She wept all that 
dnv" ,, , 

He went to tbe bishop to ask 
him-what had gone wrong. The 
money had nor arrived. • -Tbe- 
relief programme could not 
start ivilhout it. Mr Sroitbers 
cabled Christian Aid in Lon¬ 
don: “Grateful you investigate 
blockage and expedite as situa¬ 
tion very grave.” Back from 
London came the reply next 
day: •'Remittance £4,000 for 
Lazaret being cabled Berlier to¬ 
day.” It arrived some days 
. later. 

In a subsequent memorandum 
written shortly before he left 
Christian Aid Mr Smithers 
'wrote that he and Celia Wil¬ 
liams found that there was no 
milk available, either liquid or 
powder, for the people in 
Lazaret, who numbered about 
10,000, of whom tbe overwelra- 
ing majority were mothers and 
children. “Bishop BerKer bad 
no money to buy any. We gave 
him £2^00 in cash of the money 
we were carrying with which 
to buy mL'-k in neighbouring 
Dahomey. The death-rate from 

malnutrition-compounded ^ dis¬ 
eases was appalling. . . 

His memorandum continued: 

“ I am asking for accountability 
□ow, most of all for the dead 
of Lazaret who were, in a very 
real sense, entrusted to me.” 

He said he needed to be con¬ 
vinced, with facts as well as 
sentiments, that those who 
caused and acquiesced in ibis 
during tiie autumn and Christ¬ 
mas of 1973-74 were truly made 
aware of their responsibilities; 
tbat the staff of the administra¬ 
tion . fin Christian Aid] was 
made adequate for the task of 
handling something like _ £4to 
last year; and tbat administra¬ 
tive checks and mechanisms 
had been devised to cover • 
Christian Aid's operational 
response to emergencies and 
, the disbursement of emergency 
grams. 

| Lazaret was to some extent 
paralleled by tbe fate of a 
£10,000 emergency grant to 
Ethiopia, destined for desti¬ 
tute nomads in Wolio province. 
The request for help came 
from tbe British Embassy in 
Addis Ababa, with the personal 
support of the Ambassador, 
and it was agreed by Christian 
Aid in September, 1373. After 
a television documentary on 
the Ethiopian famine by David 
Dimbleby, Christian Aid was 
one of several charities which 
appealed to the public for 
money for emergency relief. 

The _ £10,000 was for rhe 
Ethiopian meat and livestock 
board’s resettlement pro¬ 
gramme for the farmne- 
afflicted nomadic farmers of 
Wollo.

He is, according to , 
senior men involved in overseas ' 
aid and iu church affairs, a 
dynamic aud highly regarded 
authority in his field, a man 
with the trust of government 
ministers. . . 

He came to Christian Aid in 
1971 from a senior position in 
the International Publishing 
Corporation, the newspaper and 
m^.gasine group. A former 
Liberal parliamentary candi¬ 
date, he was head of iPC’s ex¬ 
ploration and adventure depart¬ 
ment and had led the 196 8 
hovercraft expedition which 
established the link between 
the Amazon and Orinoco rivers, 
and tbe 1970 trans-Africa hover¬ 
craft expedition. He ‘left IPC 
after reading in The Times of 
tbe horrors of the Bangladesh 
refugee cam os and organized 
an airlift of 300,000 blankets to 
India. 

As well as Lazaret anri Wollo, 
Mr Smithers bus on his files 
reports of other projects sup¬ 
ported by Christian Aid which 
were also less than successful. 

Christian Aid’s policy is to 
assist development by funding 
projects, sponsored by national 
councils of churches, ecumeni¬ 
cal bodies similar in principle 
to Christian Aid’s own parent, 
tbe British Council of 
Churches. 

Many such councils lack the 
expertise to give adequate 
supervision to development pro¬ 
jects or may select projects by 
criteria which bare little to do 
with Christianity or with de¬ 
velopment, such as tribal 
rivalries or a desire ro please 
local political establishments. 
Christian Aid relies upon the 
World Council of Churches in 
Geneva to draw op approved 
lists from which national aid 
agencies can make their selec¬ 
tion. 

As a result. Third World 
churches hare a powerful 
financial incentive to be ecu¬ 
menical in tbeir initiatives-and 
to choose projects likely to 
sound attractive to _ desk-bound 
churchmen in Europe and 
America who may know next to 
nothin? about local conditions. 

Dr Kenneth Slack, director of 
Christian Aid, has told ' The 
Times tbat there was no evid¬ 
ence that Christian Aid had 
caused nr contributed to the loss 
of hundreds of lives in Ethiopia 
..or in the SaheL In the case of 
Camp Lazaret, no information 
had ever been received by 
Christian Aid in London from 
Niger.to tiie effect that money 
had not arrived. In the case 
of Ethiopia, the money was sent 
in good time and difficulties in 
transmission occurred in the 
banking system. 

“ Id regard to Lazaret, I think 
it is preamble that the money 
wag not dispatched in tune”, 
he added. Christian Aid had 
gone most carefully into ways of 
checking and cross-checking tbe 
dispatch of money. New pro¬ 
cedures for sending money were 
started in October, 1974.' 

He added: “ If any organiza¬ 
tion says that in the course of 
years no mistake has ever been 
made, you know that they are 
telling a lie. I am not making 
an admission that a mistake was 
made”. 

He s aid he was not aware 
of anybody on the present staff 
who needed to be made aware 
of his responsibilities in. con¬ 
nexion with Lazaret and Ethi¬ 
opia. " We are extremely sensi¬ 
tive of our responsibilities in 
regard to the use of the money 
that comes to us”. Dr Slack 
added. 

Dr Slack, who joined Chris¬ 
tian Aid as director in the sum¬ 
mer of 1974, said an inquiry 
into the agency’s methods and 
policies had been held and had 
stimulated some administrative 
changes. “We had been ask¬ 
ing people to carry a very, very 
heavy load in an attempt to 
ensure a higher proportion - of 
our money going to help the 
needy”, be said. “It is always 
- a very difficult decision to 
make." 

It was inevitable in the 
nature of its work that. Chris¬ 
tian Aid would fund projects 
with a varying measure of suc¬ 
cess. Although projects were 
chosen by the World Council 
of Churches in.Geneva, Chris¬ 
tian Aid bad expert committees 
of its own which closely ques¬ 
tioned organizations sponsoring 
projects. If there was doubt 
about them, they were rejected. 

The object of Christian Aid 
were sufficiently well known 
to tbe public. Dr Slack said, and 
it was “one of onr proudest 
boasts” that the channel used 
to transmit aid to the needy- was 
through Christian agencies in 
the country in question. Many 
of die projects were run under 
Christian sponsorship, but that 
was not a subsidy to . the local 
church. Christian Aid did 
directly assist overseas churches 
through its “inter-church-aid" 
programme, but funds .for tbat’ 
were kept separate from the 
main funds and collected speci¬ 
fically for that purpose.

Soviet espionage chiefs in 
France named by papers

Anyone connected with intelli¬ 
gence activities in France knows 
full well that there are two 
heads of the Soviet espionage 
organization in this country, 
the independent left-wing 
weekly publication Le Nouvel 
Obserwtteur, writes in its latest 
issue. 

The lon^ article is devoted to 
tbe American Central Intelli¬ 
gence Agency and the rivalry 
between its agents and those of 
the Soviet Union in France. It 
names the alleged ■“resident” 
spy of tiie Soviet KGB and that 
of GRU (the intelligence organ¬ 
ization of the Soviet- General 
Staff). They both appear in the 
diplomatic list as counsellors of 
tiie Soviet Embassy in Paris. 

The independent right-wing 
newspaper VAurore alleges that 
“one of the most eminent” 
Soviet agents in France is mili¬ 
tary attach^ at the Soviet 
Embassy. He is a leading per¬ 
sonality of the GRU, the news¬ 
paper claims. 

His father had played an 
important role of the same kind 
under Stalin, according to the 
newspaper. The son began his

The Dutch Government is 
willing to recognize that die 
South Moluccan community 
living in exile in the Nether¬ 
lands presents problems with 
political, as well as social 
aspects. The Moluccans, evac¬ 
uated from what is now part 
of Indonesia in 1951, want to 
return to an _ independent 
republic in the islands where 
they formerly lived. There are 
some 33.000 of them living in 
Holland. 

This Is the firsi result of 
talks held between members of 
the Dutch Cabinet and the self- 
styled Government in exile of 
the South Moluccan Republic 
yesterday. The talks were one 
of the conditions agreed to last 
month on the surrender of two 
groups of young Moluccan ter¬ 
rorists who hijacked a train 
and took hosrascs in a raid on 
the Indonesian Consulate in 
Amsterdam.

Date set for 
Cyprus 
peace talks 

Ankara, Jan 18.—Inter- 
•o minimal peace' talks on 
Cyprus will begin on 
February 17, Mr Ihsan Sabri 
Caglayangil, the Turkish 
Foreign Minister announced 
today.

This impression of a Victorian political 
trsonality goes beneath the superficial. 
>r Boyson speaks in the confident accents 
of Lancashire, which for 80 years from 
the repeal of the Corn Laws to the great 
depression was the heartland of that other 
England, the North, which If it could cat 
challenge could at least occasionally 
ignore the stifling primacy Gf London. 

Dr Boyson learnt his economics^ from 
Adam Smith not from Maynard Keynes 
(“ I totally reject Keynesianism, as far as 
I can understand any of it ”); his social 
philosophy from the New Poor Law of 
1S34, not the Beveridge Report of 1944-; 
and his view of how society works from 
Thomas Malthus, Jeremy Eentham end, 
perhaps, Samuel Smiles, not from Karl 
Marx, William Morris or the Webbs. 

Yet he is not an anachronism. In less 
than two years in the House of Commons 
Dr Boyson has become one of the mest 
widely recognized MFS. Among his 
Conservative parliamentary colleagues he 
has won respect and has been elected 
vice-chairman of the Conservative back¬ 
bench education committee. However, 
his standing at Westminster is over¬ 
shadowed by his popularity among Con¬ 
servative supporters in the country. At 
the Conservative Party conference _ at 
Blackpool last autumn his speech during 
the education debate was among the most 
impressive of the week. Ordinary Tories 
showed by their applause that he was a 
favourite of the rank and file. Indeed 
his reception overshadowed that accorded 
to the Conservative spokesman on educa¬ 
tion, Mr Norman St John Steves, at the 
end of the debate. 

How did the Lancastrian Whig become 
the London Tow? Dr Boyson gives two 
reasons. First, he says he is “ a Tory in 
my time Labour has become a party 
no longer of spontaneous working class 
endeavour but of paternalism and mil- 
ienialism. The Liberals have ceased to 
be a party of free-enterprise. 

However, the source of Dr Boyson’s 
attache me nt to the free enterprise eco¬ 
nomy is different from that of right-wing 
Conservative intellectuals such as Sir 
Keith Joseph. One of his parliamentary 
colleagues explained : “ Keith Joseph sup¬ 
ports free enterprise and opposes state 
interefence on what seems at time arid 
grounds of economic theory—because in 
his macro-economic view of the world this 
is the way to maximize wealth. He can 
seem a metaphysician rather than a poli¬ 
tician. Rhodes Boyson is more down to 
earth. He supports free enterprise be¬ 
cause it improves the morel charater of 

people. _ , . 

Dr Boyson confirms this impression. 
If a man is reseponsible for the salvation 
Of his immortal soul, he argues, why can¬ 
not he be responsible for deriding the 
mundane details of his earthly life, such 
as what school his children attend? Bur 
he does not despise theory. On a recent 
four-day trip to Lancashire, he filled his 
suitcase with books by Eayek, Popper 
and de Tocn.ueville. 

The second reason why he became a 
Ton- is his belief in patriotism. He 
believes that above all thing* the Tones 
ir.asr the party of patriotism. In fact, 
he does further and believes the Tories 
should be “ the party oF mbalisn*-m the 
best sense not the worst - By tins _he 
means also that they should be sensitive 
to the instincts of the people, whether in 
fbeir concern about law and order and 
desire to bring back capital punishment, 
or their disapproval of local government 
reorganization (for v.-hjen Dr Bpvson win 
never be able to forgive Mr Peter 

Walker). . . . . 

His commitment to patriotism has been 
dear on three recent issues. On Europe 
be was lukewarm not so much because of 
personal doubts about the benefits of 
British membership of the EEC, out 
because in his view the European cause 


awakened no echo in the instincts of the 
people. 

Kis attitude to race is particularly reveal¬ 
ing because it shows the cautious politician 
inside the right-wing demagogue. He 
admits that there is much confusion and 
resentment in the public min d on race 
and that “ a country cannot accept immi¬ 
gration beyond the point at which its basic 
identity is .changed". Yet tribalism for 
him is a question of shared allegiance 
rather than -an atavistic and primeval 
Powellite concept. As the MP for a 
constituency that includes many European 
immigrants who fled from Nazi oppression 
in the 1930s, Dr Boyson is careful not to 
object to cultural pluralism. For him 
the issue is comparatively simple. Immi¬ 
grants who want to be British should be 
welcomed, but he has limited sympathy for 
chose who come because they can earn 
£5 a week more here than at home. 

On devolution, he is an unambiguous 
unionist. He believes that the Tories can¬ 
not benefit by supporting the present 
Government proposals. They should stand 
and fight on the principle' of unionism 
because it is right and because they have 
nothing to Jose. However, on Northern 
Ireland, caution bred by unfamiliarity 
breaks through again. A friend of Norris 
McWhirter, a supporter of the National 
Association for Freedom, be believes that 
tke Queen’s Peace must be reestablished 
in Ulster by a policy of firmness, but is 
careful nor to commit himself to support 
l ! isrer Unionise poliev. 

On the surface Rhodes Boyson is easy 
to characterise, ao articulate member .of 
the growing band of right-wing Tories who 
believe that the Selsdon programme was 
written by people who did not believe in 
free enterprise and are determined that 
a future Tory government should not 
abandon its prinrifde* so ersilv. They 
mirror the growing band of left-wing 
Labour MPs who are determined to pre¬ 
vent another Labour collapse into modera¬ 
tion as in 1964-70. Dr Bovson’s charges 
that the Heath Government of 1970-74 
acted as ** John the Baptist for Wedgwood 
Benn”, that there are too many former 
members of that Government* in Mrs 
Thatcher’s present Shadow Cabinet, and 
rhar roo many of the present Tory leaders 
“smell of the midnight oil and the pre¬ 
pared statement" would be widely echoed 
on the right wine of the party.' 
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Kis policy prc-c-intioos are predictable. 
As a free-trade Cobdenite, he opopses diiv- 
dend control, the closed shop, a statutory 
incomes policy and the payment of supple¬ 
mentary benefit to strikers’ families. As 
an enemy of state control, be believes that 
a future Tory government should promise 
to cut taxes by 25 per cent in real terms 
—-and keep its promise. As a hawk, he 
believes that British troops should have 
been sent to fight alongside the Ameri¬ 
cans in Vietnam, and continues to oppose 
detente with the communist powers. 

Yet there are two elements in Dr Boy¬ 
son’s political personality that do not come 
from the standard range of the Pavlovian 
responses of the Tory right wing. The 
first is his caution on issues such as race 
and his 'disinclination to comment too 
much on issues such as Northern Ireland, 
on which be has little knowledge (and his 
willingness to revise his opinions in the 
light of new facts or arguments). 

The second is his lack of rancour, what 
one Labour MP called “a kind of abrasive 
affability”. In spite of his strong right- 
wing opinions, articulately expressed and 
stoutly defended, he managed to get on 
quite well with left-wingers on his staff at 
Highbury Grove, and he was also success¬ 
ful in maintaining good relations with his 
Labour-dominated governing body. 

Rhodes Boyson’s opinions about the two 
Conservative leaders that he has known 
reveal the .perception beneath the postur¬ 
ing aud his generosity to arch political 
opponents. Of Mr Heath he said: “He 
is the best manager possible, but I just 
don’t believe in the managerial society ”, 
and “ Mr Heath in many ways was the best 
driver on earth but he needed someone 
else to do the navigating.” His view of 
Airs Thatcher, whom he supported as 
leader of the party, is the mirror image. 
“All her instincts are right, ail her state¬ 
ments are right, and her compass 

directions are right. The problem is the 
follow-through to the Shadow Cabinet”, 
he said. 

Dr Boyson is an anti-politicians politi¬ 
cian. He complains of the lack of flair 
and imagination in Britain’s political 
leaders and desires a swing back to 
romantic leadership. He distrusts managers 
(although he vras one himself as 
headmaster of Highbury Grove, as his 
book C:vrsu : :‘T;hed stowed) in noli tics 
and the influence of “middle-class 
mandarins” in creating “the nanny 
state”. His personality reflects some of 
the values that he most admires. Poised 
between his public reputation as a right- 
wing eccentric with considerable media 
potential, and his ambition to infuse the 
Tory Party with Cobdenite light, be is a 
political entrepreneur who, if be does not 
always display great imagii-r*' an, does 
have undoniable flair. Cobden’s incisive 
phrase about the need for political 
leaders to be “ fighting cocks " is certainly 
an appropriate description of Rhodes 
Boyson MP.

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Top Priority looks another leading 
Cheltenham prospect for Wigan

Where would we be In racing 
without hope ? Admittedly, hope 
does not pay the bills, but it is 
one of the chief motivators respon¬ 
sible for ensuring that the Mils 
are paid, even though the cost of 
keeping a horse is training is now 
as much as £3,000 a year. Hope Is 
certainly a great source of strength 
during the- long winter months 
when an owner does not know 
whether the yearling put into 
training In the autumn Is any good 
at all. 

When it comes to jumping every 
owner's dream is to see their - 
colours carried to victory at the 
National Hunt Festival at Chelten¬ 
ham, the mecca of the jumping 
world. And as the winter wears on 
Cheltenham becomes more and 
more a topic of conversation. One 
man who has reason to look for¬ 
ward to Cheltenham this year in 
the hope that he might win one 
of the big races there and perhaps 
even two is Major Derek Wigan, 
for years an ardent fan of jump¬ 
ing in this country. 

In Tiepolino he has the ante- 
post favourite for the Daily 
Express Triumph Hurdle, the race 
that is generally regarded to be 
the highest peak that a four-year- 
old can conquer as far as hurdling 
is concerned. Tiepolino has ' not 
been beaten in this country since 
his owner imported him from 
France in the autumn. And in Top 
Priority he has a live hope for 
the Sun Alliance Steeplechase at 
Cheltenham. 

Major Wigan told me at Ascot 
on Saturday after he had just 
watched Top Priority win his third 
race in succession that It is bis and 
his trainer Josh Gifford’s firm 
intention to run Tiepolino next In 
the Brewers Hurdle at Doncaster 
on the last day of this month and 
that if he were to win it be might 
not be seen again before- Chelten¬ 
ham. One of his opponents both 
at Doncaster and at Cheltenham 
could be Peterhof who also kept 
Ms unbeaten record ait Newcastle 
nn Saturday, when he won the 
Shoveller Hurdle easily. 

Hill’s were so impressed by 
PeterboFs performance that they 
clipped his price for the Trinmph 
Hurdle to 8-1. Tiepolino is still 
firmly entrenched at the bead of 
affairs at 3-1, followed by 
Ha van us at 9-2. These two are 


followed by Peterhof in the 
betting. But I would not ..he in 
any hurry to back any of them 
until that old master, Ryan Price, 
has shown us his hand. Even 
though he concentrates on flat 
racing these days he Invariably 
pops up with the odd good winner 
In the winter, and three years 
ago he saddled not only die 
wlner of the Daily Express 
Triumph Hurdle but also the 
second as well. They were- Moon¬ 
light Bay and Padlocked. 

; This year the most most talked 
about as far as price is concerned 
are Carolus and Soldier Rose. 
Although both have stCD to make 
their appearance jumping Hill's 
are clearly determined not to be 
caught on die top. People have 
been backing both and they are 
bracketed together In their ante- 
post list at 2-1. Soldier Rose is 
closely related to Major Rose, a 
good hurdler that Price trained a 
few years ago, only to be 
frustrated in both the Champion 
Hurdle and the Schweppes Gold 
Trophy by the great Persian War. 

Price said time and time again 
last autumn that he would win 
the Triumph Hurdle with Soldier 
Rose, who won four of his last 
five races on the flat, yet In 
Carolus he has a colt who Is rated 
by Timeform as being 15 lb better 
than Soldier Rose. Carolus was 
.put of ids depth in the Derby, 
the St Leger and the Prix de 
l'Arc de Triompbe, but be was 
still good enough to win at 
Kempton Park and az Ayr and 
finished third in one of the 
hottest handicaps of the season, 
the Ebor. Timeform rated Mm 
122 as opposed to 107 for Soldier 
Rose. 

Price was at Ascot on Saturday 
to watch Ms Schweppes Gold 
Trophy entry, Jer. finish second 
In the valuable Teal and Green 
Hurdle. Somehow he managed to 
convey the impression that be was 
none too pleased with the way 
that Jeffrey King had ridden Jer. 
But King is one of those who is 
quite capable of standing up for 
himself and he retorted: “ I gave 
Mm a couple of cracks with my 
whip after jumping the last and 
If I’d given Mm a third he'd have 
gone backwards ”. Jer was caugbr 
and passed near the end by 
Simons Pet, who would have won 
much more easily than he did had 
he ever consented to take a hold 
of Ms bit and race in earnest. 
AH in all it was a funny race. 


Whatever Me supposed failings 
on Jer might have been. King did 
absolutely nothing wrong earlier 
in die day on Royal Relief and 
later on Canasta Lad. On the 
contrary he was at Ms rugged 
best on those two, and in that 
mood he is devilishly difficult to 
beat. He gave Royal Relief a 
lovely ride and vice versa. In con¬ 
trast to Jer Royal Relief is a 
tough individual who can be 
counted upon to give Ms all on 
Ms day. Royal Relief was never 
out of the first four and when 
Shock Result, who was wearing 
blinkers for the first time, cried 
enough, it was he who seized file 
Initiative. 

In the straight only Dulwich 
posed a serious threat, but on 
ground that was too fast for him 
even be could never quite man¬ 
age to get to grips with Royal 
Relief. Some might say that Dul¬ 
wich was beaten by bis penalty. 
His trainer, Colin Davies, and 
rider. Bob Davies, were adamant, 
though, that it was the ground. 
Should it he softer at Cheltenham 
come March he will be hard to 
beat in the Grand Annual Handi¬ 
cap Steeplechase. 

Success did not come out of turn 
for Royal Relief on this occasion.

Royal 
Relief has a great record at Chel¬ 
tenham where be has won the 
National Hunt Two Mile Champion 
Steeplechase twice already and in 
March be will try to win it again. 
Whether be does so will probably 
depend on whether Lough Inagb, 
who beat Mm by three lengths 
there a year ago, runs in the same 
race again or whether his con¬ 
nexions opt for a crack at the 
Gold Cup instead. 

At Chepstow today the talking 
point will be the presence of The 
Dikler in the field for the Part¬ 
ridge Steeplechase. Run over two 
and a half miles, this race Is re¬ 
stricted to those who did not win 
a steeplechase daring 1975. Run¬ 
ning for the first time this season 
at Cheltenham on New Year’s eve. 
The Dikler did weH enough In the 
race won by Floating Found to 
suggest that even at the age of 13 
he cannot be regarded as a back 
number, and it will be more than 
mildly surprising if he does not 
completely outclass his five oppo¬ 
nents this afternoon.

Influenza in 
several 
Newmarket 
stables 

Outbreaks of a strain of equine 
infimv iTfl at up to a dozen stables 
in Newmarket could result in a 
serious spread of 1 the disease, 

according ro David Powell, epi¬ 
demiologist at the Equine Research 
station. 

The virus concerned is a par¬ 
ticularly virulent strain known as 
A2. of Miami. It originated in the 
United 5races and was recently 
reported in France. “ It spreads 
fairly rapidly, und is a similar 
virus eo that which caused J he 
very serious outbreaks in 1965 ”, 
Mr Powell said. 

In that year equine influenza 
brought the cancellation of the 
Royal Windsor Horse Show. It 
affected many other horse events 
and race meetings, and brought 
fears that racing might have to be 
stopped aJtogether for a fortnight. 

Wanting that (tie virus might 
reach this country was first given 
just before Christmas by Simon 
Smith, veterinary inspection mana¬ 
ger to the pharmaceutical firm of 
Hoechst, Ltd. The symptoms are 
coughing, a high temperature and 
depression. 

Adult horses usually recover 
after about 10 days. But for young 
horses and foals the effects can 
be dangerous, possibly fatal. 
Vaccination helps, and a vac¬ 
cinated mare passes on the pro¬ 
tection to her foal 
Michael Phillips writes : 

It win obviously be disconcert¬ 
ing if the influenza spreads end 
disrupts jumping during the next 
three months, but at this time or 
the year it does not really pose a 
problem so far as fiat racing is 
concerned and Newmarket is pri¬ 
marily a flat racing centre. Tin's 
is a quiet period when most flat 
horses are let down and their 
trainers on holiday. 

Clive Brittain, who has one of 
the largest strings in Newmarket, 
a stable full of 75 horses, told me 
yesterday that there is some in¬ 
fluenza about there but that that 
is only to be expected in such a 
mild winter. “ I would rather it 
now than at any other time of the 
year ”, he remarked somewhat 
understandably yesterday, addin-; 
that no horse in his yard had hud 
a temperature higher than 1(»2 
and that he himself was not 
perturbed.

Australia's long sequence' of de¬ 
feats In these islands came to an 
end-at Laasdowne Road on Satur¬ 
day when they beat Ireland by 
a goal, two tries and two penalty 
goals to a try and two penalty 
goals.

. Much of the match was played 
in an incredulous bush punctuated 
by gasps of delighted amazement. 
These sprang chiefly from the 
speed of the players’ anticipation 
and reflexes, from their refusal 
to admit that anything was oat of 
reach and from their ability to 
improvise shrewd and controlled 
returns under intense pressure.

Cricket 

Boards call for 
4 normal cricket ’ 
in South Africa 

Johannesburg, Jan 18.—South 
Africa’s three radally-separate 
cricket boards today called for 
multi-racial cricker at all levels 
to help put 'the republic back into 
international sport. A change to 
“ norma) cricket ”, defined as 
" competition between all 
cricketers*- regardless of race, 
creed, or colour in cricket at club 
level under one provincial govern¬ 
ing body ” was called for In a 
resolution passed at a three-hour 
meeting of delegates from all 
three bodies. 

Tbe - three—the South African 
Cricket Board of Control handling 
Indian, Aslan and Coloured (mixed 
race) cricket, the South African 
Cricket Association, governing 
whiles, and the South African 
African Cricket Board—also agreed 
to merge. Win? now remains to be 
seen is what the Government's 
attitude will be to the resolution 
and how far individual clubs will 
concur. 

Informed sources have indicated 
that the Government would be 
prepared to see a gradual change 
over to sporting muld-racialism, 
at least in cricker and possibly 
football. With the frustrations 
caused by lack of international 
competition caused by boycotts, 
the Government could see the need 
for change, the sources said, but 
did not issue the directive itself 
for fear of antagonizing ruling 
National Party voters. 

The move for multi-racial 
cricket has now come from the 
groups controlling the game. Piet 
Koomhuf, tbe Sports Minister, 
made no effort to dampen the 
negotiations 

Given government blessing, the 
resolution- could pave the way for 
South Africa’s reentry, because 
mixing at club level has. been a 
main demand by other countries. 
But at this stage a mixed-race 
South African team still seems 
out of tbe question under the 
policy of dividing the country into 
one white and 10 black states. 

.Tbe Government - has decreed 
that only whites will play for a 
team bea rin g the name South 
Africa. Tbe Macks will have their 
own nations and own teams, such 
as the Transkei or Kwaznla. South 
African “ invitation ” side is the 
name that has been adopted for 
multi-racial sides chosen on merit. 
—Reuter.

Richards scores another 
100 and solves a problem 


Hobart, Jan 18.—Vivian Rich¬ 
ards became the first West Indian 
player of the tour to score two 
centuries in a match when be 
made an unbeaten 107 against Tas¬ 
mania at tbe Tasmanian Cricket 
Association ground today. Rich¬ 
ards’s century followed his first 
innings of 160 to lift his tour 
aggregate to 1,226 runs. He is 
tbe only player of the touring 
party to have reached 1,000 runs. 

His third wicket stand of 190 
with Kalllcharran enabled Lance 
Gibbs, tbe acting captain, to 
declare and set Tasmania a target 
of 2S3 to win. They made a brave 
attempt but finished 58 runs short 
with four second innings wickets 
left. Doolan was Tasmania's top 
scorer, with 82. which included 11 
fours, after bis side had lose 
their first wicket with only 13 
runs on the board. 

Tasmania’s performance has 
done no barm to their claims for 
inclusion id the Sheffield Shield 
competition when their application 
goes before tbe Australian Cricket 
Board later this month. But the 
highlight of the match was the 
emergence of Richards as the man 
most likely to solve the West 
Indians opening batting problems. 

In one week Richards has come 
in to an unfamiliar role Three 
times to hammer 360 runs and vir¬ 
tually assure himself of opening 
in the fifth Tesr match which 
starts in Adelaide on Friday. 
Richards and Kallicharran, who 
made an unbeaten 74. came to¬ 
gether after the West Indians had 
lost Fredericks and Greenidge in 
the first over for only four runs.

.After Vietnam there was a lull, 
but now in Lebanon, Angola and 
to some extent off Iceland, real 
war seems to be coming back 
into fashion.

Donald Featherstone is a 
brec/y physiotherapist of 57 
uho used to tend the injuries 
of Southampton football club 
and still lives in a rambling 
Victorian house dose to their 
ground. A wartime sergeant in 
the Royal Tank Regiment, he 
served in North Africa and 
Italy, and his batziedress tunic 
still bangs behind his study 
door.

Last week he and five friends 
fought an imaginary encounter 
between British colonial troops 
and Afghan tribesmen, and the 
remnants of the skirmish still 
lay scattered on the 8ft by 6ft 
gaming table. There were 
dozens of intricately detailed 
and painted model soldiers 
(enthusiasts always refer to 
rhem as “ military miniatures H, 
several field guns, realistic 
model scenery, two tape 
measures and complex charts 
of rules for working out tbe 
moves. The British had won 
hands down. 

Hie British colonial era is 
Feathersione's favourite—he 
has written straightforward 
milkary histories of it—but he 
also fights famous battles from 
every other age.

victory. It’s the same when we 
do Gettysburg; it always goes 
to tbe Confederates.

Play it again 

A piece of history was briefly 
relived at the weekend when 
the BBC external services re¬ 
played their 1945 broadcast of 
the liberation of Denmark in 
the studio at Bush House from 
which the original went out 
nearly 31 years ago.

Up and down 

When we become a nation of 
manic depressives, the blame 
can be put entirely on to the 
economic commentators, especi¬ 
ally those on radio and tele¬ 
vision, On Friday night they 
decided it was time to make us 
all feel good. 

The cost of living, we were 
told, had gone up 1.2 per cent 
In December. This was good, 
becaose it meant that the rate 
of increase since the previous 
December was down to 24-9 
per cent—the lowest 12-month 
rate since ApriL And for the 
last six months tbe ann ual rate 
of increase was around 14 per 
cent, compared with 35 per cent 
for the first six months of ihe 
year. 

But these figures are quite 
arbitrary and mean very little. 
The reason for the low rate of 
increase in the last six months 
of the year was precisely that 
the high rate for the previous 


six months had increased the 
base figure. And the fact that 
the January to December per¬ 
centage increase is lower than 
the December to November 
■ figure tells you only that the 
increase for December, 1975, 
iras lower than that for Dec¬ 
ember, 1974. 

Using different selections oE 
figures, an equally strong case 
can be made for the proposition 
that inflation is worsening. Ihe 
1.2 per cent increase in 
December was the same as that 
for November, slightly lower 
than October, but higher than 
the monthly percentages for 
July, August and September. 
The rate oF increase for the 
last quaner of the year was 
higher than that of the previous 
quarter. 

In a month or two, no doubt, 
to keep the story on the boil, 
the economic wizards will pro. 
duce new interpretations of the 
figures to make- us feel bad 
again. The effect on a battered 
public is like that of the inter, 
rogation technique where 
questioners are hostile and 
friendly in turn. 

Whar the cost of living 
figures show is that prices have 
gone up, are going up and will 
probably continue to do so. ■ 
That is all. The commentators 
would do us a service if they 
simply gave us this news, with¬ 
out telling us how we ought t«? 
feel about it.

When people 
feel like having an apocalypse, 
and not until then, they go ahead 
with the preparations, whatever 
the experts say. History is full 
of examples of millenary cults 
whose adherents begin selling 
their goods, settling old scores 
and raiding the off-licences, to 
the dismay of the civil authori¬ 
ties. 

It will be another matter if 


in a manner from which escape 
by accident or sabotage is nigh 
impossible. Yet by 1980 some 
thirty-five countries will be 
operating nudear power stations. 
Each one of them will be genera¬ 
ting nudear waste and creating 
plutonium that could be used for 
weapons. 

An international meeting is 
being called in May to consider 
the establishment of two or three 
centres for reprocessing which 
would be subject to international 
monitoring and controls. The site 
at Windscale would be the first 
natural candidate. Indeed, it has 
a unique service to offer. But for 
reasons of public safety and to 
guard against weapon-prolifera¬ 
tion, the Government should take 
no decision on the future of 
Windscale before the May meet¬ 
ing and before the place has won 
recognition as an international 
centre for reprocessing. 


Adelaide sinks. Our faith in 
rational foresight, which has 
suffered many shocks in recent 
years, would scarcely survive 
the blow, and the thriving vogue 
for the occult would thrive the 
more. But would we be sur¬ 
prised ? When the famous earth¬ 
quake destroyed Lisbon in 1755 
it demolished a whole prevailing 
bent towards deisric optimism. 
But the tone of Pangloss is not 
dominant today; rather the 
reverse. For an age that spends 
its time fretting that things may 
fall apart, a comparable shock 
might be administered by a 
disaster that did not happen. If 
Adelaide stands this morning, 
and its wanton towers have not 
kissed their own feet, then 
perhaps the centre may hold; 
perhaps we may face the future 
with confidence. They faced it in 
Troy; and much good that did 
them.

The English worm begins to turn, 
whether Labour or Conservative, as 
last Thursday’s private meetings of 
the Parliamentary Labour Party and 
the 1922 Committee showed. For 
decades the Scots and the Welsh 
hare been over-represented in the 
Wesnmnsrer Parliament, without 
much English complaint, and Scot¬ 
land and Wales have enjoyed, in 
terms of population, a dispropor¬ 
tionate share of national resources. 
Are they now, as the Government 
proposes, to be given sovereignty 
over three-quarters of the area of 
government and still retain their 
disproportionate weight m the House 
of Commons ? Are they to settle 
their own affairs in Edinburgh and 
Cardiff and then be allowed to join 
in settling English affairs in 
London ? 

And what of Ulster? If Scotland 
has 71 Westminster MPs instead of 
5S and Woles 36 MPs instead of 
31, why should Northern Ireland, 
while no less directly governed, 
be poshed off with 12 seats in¬ 
stead of its entitlement of IS ?. 

Any such gerrymandering of par¬ 
liamentary representation looks like 
standing no chance of surviving the 
committee stage of a devolution 
Bill on the floor of the House of 
Commons. It is felt, with some rear 
son, that Mr Short has provoca¬ 
tively loaded the proposals against 
the legitimate En glish interest, and 
variously raised questions whether 
the Government has not been un¬ 
duly influenced by Scottish mili¬ 
tancy, or else over-concerned with 
the preservation of a majority for 
Labour at Westminster. 

It is important to be fair to Air 
Wilson and, particularly, Mr Short. 
Every party in the House of Com* 
owns, in different ways, has a com¬ 
mitment to constitutional change, on 
the principle of bringing govern¬ 
ment closer to the people. But it 
is more easily said than done. The 
Government , has been trying to pro¬ 
duce a written constitution not for 
the whole nation but for those im¬ 
mediately troublesome parts of it 
where self government is a live 
political issue, which excludes Eng¬ 
land in all senses except that a 
change to the advantage of the 
three (Scotland, Wales and Ulster) 
must affect, and possibly damage, 
the fourth, which on any tesr hap¬ 


pens to be easily the most domin¬ 
ant. 

The inrerest not simplv of 
England but also of Westminster is 
to maintain the integrity of the 
United Kingdom, and Mr Short’s 
proposals are designed to achieve 
precisely that while giving the 
Scots and Welsh (though not yet 
Ulstermen) more say within their 
own boundaries. That is where the 
White Paper and Mr Short’s ex¬ 
positions of it have been least con¬ 
vincing alike for devolutionists and 
anti-devolutionist MPs. He has been 
challenged again and again about 
the Westminster and Whitehall 
Executive’s veto over Edinburgh 
decisions that are ultra vires or 
inrra tires. 

Here lies the fundamental weak¬ 
ness of the Government’s proposals. 
The Scottish National Party MPs in 
the Commons have for immediate 
tactical purposes drawn a meta¬ 
physical distinction between self 
government and separatism, but the 
whole spirit of their argument is 
separatism, as one SNP member 
revealed when he sought to justify 
a Customs frontier on the Border. 
In other words. Mr Short offers 
enlv half a loaf to SNP when only 
a whole loaf will be accepted as 
the final answer; and to concede 
half a loaf is only to open the way 
to the grant of the whole of 
Mothers Pride under pressures that 
will be more intense, in the Edin¬ 
burgh assembly, than any we have 
so far known. 

In other words, as many English 
and some Scottish mid Welsh MPs 
see n, as well as all unionist MPs, 
the battle for the integrity of the 
United Kingdom has to start now, 
or at any rate when the draft Bill 
appears in the spring. It is the 
slippery slope theory; and Mr Short 
will not successfully meet the argu¬ 
ment until he can convince a lot of 
English MPs that in years to come 
he and any government will stand 
more sturdily against SNP than they 
have stood in the past year or so. 

For in the end it has to be 
admitted that 11 Scottish National¬ 
ist MPs, most of Them abler and 
more energetic than Scottish MPs 
we have become accustomed to at 
Westminster, have achieved more 
in a year than 100 Irish MPs 
achieved in many Victorian decades. 
They have the Government on the 
run, and the Conservative leaders, 
too. They still have to intimidate 
or panic the English MPs in the 
F^i’ce of Commons. 


Argentinian claim

Sir, During November last Sir 
John Gilmour, MP, and L com¬ 
prising a Commonwealth Parlia¬ 
mentary Association delegation, 
visited the Falkland Islands for 
two weeks. During that time we 
estimate that we met and spoke 
with at least 50 per cent of the 
adult population, as well as large 
numbers of younger people. As 
a result of these conversations I 
believe that we are in an excellent 
position to judge the current feel- 
ing_ in the Islands with regard to 
their status as a British colony and 
their future relationship with 
Argentina. 

The problems resulting on the 
Arge ntin ia n claim and the associated 
economic realities are considerable 
and will have to be faced. However, 
irrespective of the validity 1 or other¬ 
wise of the claim, it is a fact that, 
with one exception, I found every¬ 
body that we spoke to opposed to 
the acceptance of any form of 
Argentinian sovereignty. 

I do not wish in a short letter 
to discuss the rights and wrongs 
of this attitude, nor the very 
obvious difficulties that it creates 
both for the British Government 
and tile Falklanders themselves, but 
I believe it is essential that public 
opinion in Britain should be fully 
informed of the views held in the 
Falklands. We were left in no doubt 
of any kind that it is the wish of 
the Islanders to remain a British 
colony or, whenever the opportunity 
appears suitable, an independent 
country within the Commonwealth.

Home improvement grants 

From tie Chairman of the National 
Borne Improvement Council 
Sir, Your leading article, “ Guidance 
for municipal housing " (The Times , 
January 8), rightly approves the 
decision by the Secretary of State 
for tiie Environment to concentrate 
substantial resources through local 
authorities on renoration and 
improvement of municipally owned 
dwellings. In current economic 
conditions, such allocation of avail¬ 
able finance will help to maintain 
the overall housing programme, even 
though at a much lower level than 
hitherto and than housing needs 
demand. 

However, it is equally vital that 
the private housing stock should be 
maintained and, where possible, 
saved from unnecessary demolition. 
It therefore makes good sense that 
a prop o rtion of public moaey should 
continue to be used as an incentive 
to private owners to carry out their 
own renovations. 

We understand—and it should be 
made cr ys t a l clear to the public— 
that grants to private owners under 
the 1974 Housing Act will not be in 
any way restricted. Indeed, we 
would tike to see their continued 
availability more widely publicized. 

But private owners must still find 
tiie balance of the necessary finance 
for themselves. In these straitened 
nmftt, this could create some diffi¬ 
culty. We hope, therefore, that the 
building societies xvill take a 
positive view in the provision of 
.oans for improvement work, and 
will not regard them as of secondary 
importance to mortgages for new 
house purchase.

Sir, Events of the past year have 
made more apparent (ban ever the 
extent to which our misfortunes are 
self inflicted. Industrial conflict xs 
allowed to spring from petty inci¬ 
dents often, unfortunately fostered 
and promoted by the extreme left, 
and thus the creation of new wealth 
■which might be shared by all is 
repeatedly frustrated. 

Yet one simple resolve could 
eliminate many of these hurts; a 
resolve that disputes of right should 
always go to arbitration if not set¬ 
tled by prior discussion and concilia¬ 
tion.

Relations Code of Practice as those 
which relate do the application or 
interpretation of existing agree¬ 
ments or contracts of employment. 

Or, putting it a little differently, 
they relate to matters on which the 
employees and their trade imfowf 
have afready an understanding with 
management, bat subsequent mds- 
anderstanding has arisen about 
application or interpretation. These 
are surely matters suitable for arbi¬ 
tration by well qualified, just per¬ 
sons who have beard both roles 
support their case with argument 
and can study the text of the agree¬ 
ment that has to be applied or in¬ 
terpreted. Indeed, arbitration 
accepted as binding by both par¬ 
ties is strongly recommended m the 
code. It is, alas, too seldom used. 

We therefore urge the TUG and 
OBI to publish a joint statement 




we should stiH be left with dis¬ 
putes of interest —those which 
relate to claims by employees, or 
proposals by management; but we 
should have eliminated most, if not 
all, of (he vexatious losses caused 
by trivial modems.

Devolution for Wales 

From Mr David Green 
Sir, It is low grade political currency 
to claim to speak for the majority— 
as Professor Gowan does (letters, 
January 15)—when the views of the 
majority are unknown. In the end 
economics are likely to dominate 
the argument on devolution, though 
one would still hope that some 
regard may be had to the exigencies 
of efficient and effective govern¬ 
ment. 

Professor Go wan regards the three 
regions of Wales as an economic 
projection of their adjacent regions 
in England. From the view of 
industrial manufacture he is right. 
The tradition has been that English 
industry opens additional manufac¬ 
turing capacity in Wales when the 
English economy is overheated—and 
doses it down again when England 
moves into recession. 

Manufacturing industry, however, 
is only part of the story. Wales’s 
main strength is as a producer of 
commodities—food, waiter, anthra¬ 
cite, and other minerals. For the 
first time since the start of the 
industrial revolution, all these are 
in a state of world shortage that can 
only sharpen as world population 
continues to multiply during our 
lifetime. Offshore oil may have 
spelled out the message far more 
dearly in terms of Scottish Nationa¬ 
lism ; but the same awareness is 
growing in Wales whose economic 
position would already look funda¬ 
mentally different bad the English 
dominated Parliament at West¬ 
minster not denied ho- even EEC 
prices for the commodities which 
she produces. 

I doubt that anyone in Wales 
would wish to see an OPEC style 
exploitation of her resources so that 
the people of Wales came to enjoy 
a higher standard of living than that 
subsisting in the rest of the United 
Kingdom; but they are not likely 
to continue to accept their tradi¬ 
tional lower standard of living, when 
a fair price for their commodities 
could at least achieve equably. 
There is no indication that anything 
other than a separate democratic 
Welsh voice can achieve this and 
that, as it becomes dearer, will 
most probably determine political 
attitudes. 

Of course there are other prob¬ 
lems. So long as Government policy 
is dominated bv the philosophies 
appropriate to the urban communi¬ 
ties of England, predominantly 


rural areas such as Wales will con¬ 
tinue to have thrust upon them in¬ 
stitutions that make no sense. The 
minimum population requirements 
for local government reorganization 
were determined on the conveni¬ 
ences of the highly congested Eng¬ 
lish urban communities. They have 
produced gross and unmanageable 
counties in Wales and Scotland. 

Planning principles—such as the 
expansion of growth towns and vil¬ 
lages to the exclusion of sporadic 
development—may have some logic 
in urban England still haunted by 
the events that produced the 1932 
Ribbon Development Act; they re¬ 
sult in nightmare when slavishly 
copied through Welsh Office and 
applied in a community where dis¬ 
tances multiplied by inadequate 
communications are still vast by 
English standards. The traditions 
of isolated development to meet 
need, that have built the Welsh 
landscape which planners now say 
they wish to preserve, are part of 
a whole alternative fabric of life 
that is seen to be under attack 
from heedless Westminster central¬ 
ism based on urban English criteria. 

Finally there is the demonstrable 
failure of the existing Parliamentary 
structure to make democratically 
and effectively the decisions which 
the whole nation needs; the grow¬ 
ing tendency in legislation to leave 
virtually everything of substance 
to subsequent ministerial regulation 
because Parliament cannot find the 
rime to attend to detail. Regard¬ 
less of nationalist d evolutionary 
pressures, we urgently need to move 
towards a federal system similar to 
that in West Germany in which 
jurisdictions and decision making 
can be allocated to the lowest 
democratic level consistent with an 
effective jurisdiction being exer¬ 
cised. 

If Parliament is reduced to legis¬ 
lating in broad generalities, there 
is no democratic mechanism for 
dealing with those special and indi¬ 
vidual problems that diverge from 
the norm. Yet it is the manner 
in which the nonconformist is 
treated that differentiates a free 
society from a totalitarian bureau¬ 
cratic dictatorship.

Railways into bnsways 

From Mr Nigel Seymer 
Sir, It is entertaining to see an 
aviation knight (Sir Peter Mase¬ 
field, January 5) rushing to the 
support, so to speak, of the newly- 
created railway knight (Sir Richard 
Marsh). His arguments sound 
impressive; but they are not really 
so. 

First, he quotes “practical sta¬ 
tistics 19 for London Transport as 
showing that the practical hourly 
capacity of a bus lane is only 120 
buses (two per minute) or 3,400 
passengers. But this figure is of 
course only relevant to a bus lane 
on a normal city street, interrupted 
by intersections, on which each bus 
must stop frequently to pick up 
and set down passengers. A bus 
lane on a motorway-type facility 
(which a converted railway would 
be), with no buses stopping in the 
lane, lias of course a far higher 
capacity. 

“Practical statistics” for this 
sort of situation are available from 
New York, where a single lane in 
the Lincoln Tunnel carries a peak- 
hour flow of around 600 buses, plus 
several hundred cars. On this sort 
of basis a bus lane has a capacity 
at least equal to that of a rail 
track (which Sir Peter puts as low 
as 20,000 passengers an hour—many 
rail tracks carry higher flows). _ 

However, transport capacity 
unmatched by passenger demand is 
(to quote a New York Port 
Authority expert) “a virtue with¬ 
out value”. The capacity in terms 
of seat-miles per annum offered by 
the seven-coach train in Sir Peter's 
example is valueless if the average 


load factor is say only 29 per cent 
(the figure given by Sir Peier him¬ 
self, in his lecture to the Institu¬ 
tion of Mechanical Engineers) for 
BR Inter-City services—and it 
sounds about right, although BR’s 
press office, when I asked them, 
were unable to either confirm or 
deny it). If the level of passenger 
demand is only a third of the 
capacity offered, then the obvious 
answer in a transport undertaking 
run on business lines (like an air¬ 
line) is to reduce the capacity 
offered and thus improve the load 
factor. 

On this basis the transport task 
performed by the seven-coach train 
operating at a 29 per cent average 
load factor could be performed by 
say eight buses operating at 87 per 
cent load factor—and requiring 
about the same number of staff, on 
Sir Peter’s figures, as the train. 

If the rail mode is really so 
efficient as Sir Peter claims, why 

is it that inter-city coaches can 
carry people at less than half the 
BK fare and still make a profit, 
while the BR Inter-City passenger, 
although now paring on average 
about 2.7p a mile, is subsidized, 
according to my calculations, to 
the tune of around 33p a mile ? 
Has Sir Peter calculated the present 
cost per passenger-mile of BR’s 
passenger services, by category ? If 
not perhaps I may refer him to the 
article " Misconceptions ” in the 
December, 1975, issue of Modem 
Railways.

If the 
successor is professionally unable 
or merely inept, it would be unwise 
for him to rake over the farming 
business. In this situation the farm 
is sold to a more able person. 

It is important that our valuable 
agricultural assets are managed to 
maximum advantage and that is 
what “farming for the future” is 
about.

European union: tax 

From Professor D. G. M. Dosser 
Sir, The position is even worse than 
Air Raven's letter fJanuary 14 1 im¬ 
plies: as the aim of tariff-free trade 
is achieved, the earlier aim of mem¬ 
ber-states moving to a single uni¬ 
form Community rate of VAT is in 
reverse. 

There was always a problem wirh 
this Commission goal, namely the 
use made by some member-stare.', 
particularly the United Kingdom, of 
variation of indirect tax rates for 
national demand management. But 
with die draining away of confi¬ 
dence in “ fine-tuning ” by varia¬ 
tion of tax rates, the surrender of 
the VAT as such a device ought now 
to be easily contemplated by the 
United Kingdom, in the wider 
interest. 

But a second problem remains 
and here the onus falls on some of 
the United Kingdom's partners. Ic 
is pointless applying a common 
nominal rate in the Community if 
this means that the effective rate 
collected by an efficient (indeed 
some would now claim over- 
zealous) United Kingdom Customs 
and Excise is well above that col¬ 
lected in trading pa r t n ers. Only 
equalization of die effective rate 
is meaningful to equalize trading 
conditions—the real aim of tariff- 
free trading.

-Joseph Briggs, who was born 
iu Lancashire acd made ^ood 
in America at tbe turn of the 
century, ’ is the 'link between 
the cotton town of Accrington 
and the enormous, success in 
the United States of Tiffany 
glassware.

There are probably at least 150,000 
woman alcoholics in Britain, a 
report published yesterday says. 

Tbe H el plos Hand Organiza¬ 
tion, a voluntary agency experi¬ 
enced in addiction, confirms 
figures published last year which 
estimated that the ratio of male 
to female alcoholics has dropped 
from elsfat to one 10 years ago, 
to three to oue today. Its report 
points out that figures arc based 
on women seeking help at informa¬ 
tion centres, and adds : “ There 
must be a vast number of female 
alcoholics. perhaps drinking 
quietly at home during the day, 
who bare not so far become 
apparent". 

Of 345 who went for help to 
12 alcoholic information centres 
throughout the country, nine were 
under 19, 51 between 20 and 29, 


91 betiveen 30 and 38, 109 between 
40 and 49. and 85 over 50. Studies, 
showed that there were significant 
differences in tbe drinkins 
patterns of male and female 
alcoholics. Women began drinking - 
later but became depended more 
rapidly, .generally within five 
years. : 

Among the reasons 'or the 
increasing- number of women 
affected were the advent of 
“ women’s lib ”, domestic stress,' 
especially the isolation a ad depres¬ 
sion experienced by many women 
and those “ trapped ” fry children, 
frustration at having *o suppress 
their own ambitions and -desires 
to fit in with the family’s and 
husband’s desires and needs, and 
the fact that it was now easier 
for -women to buy drink, for 
example in a supermarket while 
shopping. 


. Some women drank t» spite 
husbands who did not spend' 
enough'time with, tbe family. The 
report recommends that the-drink¬ 
ing housewife and mother should 
be encouraged to seek help.-. 

There were clear indications that 
husbands could often do more 
to lift depression and rriieve 
pressures, .perhaps by taking over 
the children for an evening or 
even a day at the weekend. There 
was an obvious need for more 
rehabilitation facilities for tbe 
woman alcoholic..

Dairy farmers back EEC proposal to cut milk sales 


An EEC proposal to discoura.qe 
dairy farmers from selling milk 
has been welcomed by the 
National Farm era' Union and its 
sister organizations in Scotland and 
Northern Ireland. 

The unions outlined tbe scheme 
in a submission to the Government 
oa recommendations from the EEC 
Commission about tbe imminent 
farm price review. Community 
agriculture ministers trill discuss 
the review today. 

Tbe anions observed that as pjrt 
of its plan to reduce the intrac¬ 
table Community surplus of milk, 
the Commission had suggested 
“ non-marketing premiums ”. They 
would be paid over five years iiid 
be open to small ^ms which pro¬ 
duced less 'van about 26,500 
gallons of milk In 1975. 

. * l Producers would have to un¬ 
dertake not to market milk fur 
five years and to rent neither 
their land nor their cows to 
neighbouring milk producers. To 
England and Wales it seems that 
perhaps 50 per cen' of milk pro¬ 
ducers might be eligible for this 
scheme (that is, those with fewer 
than about 30 cows) although this 
would apply to less than 20 per 
cent of the national herd.” 

But there was little else in the 
Commission's plan that pleased 
the unions. They began their sub¬ 
mission by saying that apart from 
a few commodities like potatoes 
" United Kingdom farm prices are 
now effectively determined In 
Brussels ”.

They looked on tbe Community 
review as a chance Eor the 
British Government to take advan¬ 
tage of renewed confidence among- 
fanners and move towards the 
expansion of output recommended 
in the White Paper, Food From 
our ovm Resources. 

" Failure to take this oppor¬ 
tunity- would inevitably cause 
bitter disappointment and could 
well lead to renewed retrench¬ 
ment ”, the unions said. It was 
essential that nothing should be 
done In the review to jeopardize 
the benefits to consumers in the 
EEC of self-sufficiency in impor¬ 
tant sectors. 

They saw nothing iu the propo¬ 
sals of tbe European Commission 
that would reverse the widening of 
the difference between incomes In 
agriculture and those outside it. 
The unions supported the . claim 
by farmers in other member coun¬ 
tries for an average increase In 
farm prices of 10.6 per cent. “ In 
practice the .Commission’s propo¬ 
sals are worth less than 7.5 per 
cent to producers ”, they said.

Mr Gerald Avfarey Hill, OBE, 
FIOB, a distinguished figure in 
the London building-field, and 
a lasting influence on the in¬ 
dustry’s training and education, 
has died at the age of 69.

Economist says Keynes theory fuels inflation

High unemployment benefit, 
by setting a floor to the down¬ 
ward movement of real wages, 
can discourage the jobless 
from seeking new work and 
therefore cause a continuation 
of heavy unemployment. This 
view was put forward by M 
Jacques Rueff in a paper on 
The End o/ the Keynesian Era. 
to the Mont-Pclerin Society ip 
Paris at the weekend.. 

M Rneff, a leading French 
economist, advocates the 
greater use of gold in the inter¬ 
national monetary system and 
has been a critic of Keynesian 
demand management policies 
for many rears. 

He argues that unemploy¬ 
ment was caused by a lag 
between the movement of 
prices end wages during a 
downturn iu demand. Before 
Keynes, “ tiic decrease in the 


general price level, character¬ 
istic of periods of depression, 
did not have an immediate 
effect on the wage levelthe 
paper said. 

“ The delay of adjustment 
caused an increase in the 'real 
wage’—defined as the wage 
index divided by die general 
price level index. _ This lag 
between the respective move¬ 
ments of the price or labour 
and the general price level gave 
rise to unemployment. 13 • 

M Rueff cited evidence from 
the 1920s to show that Britain’s 
system of unemployment insur¬ 
ance, which at that time v;as 
unique, was responsible for the 
high jobless level. 

The result of the system, he 
argued, “was that a certain 
minimum wage level was fixed; 
below which the worker pre¬ 
ferred ro go on the dole rather 
than work for a wage which 
was only a Tery little higher 


than the unemployment benefit 
he would receive. 

“ When there is a freeze of 
downward wage movements, 
the queues at the employment 
bureau are the exact equhra- 
jent of the accumulation of 
unsalable stocks which could 
be seen when the price of 
agricultural products was 
artificially maintained 

One df Keynes’s achieve¬ 
ments, M Rueff contended, 
“ was to build a * theory * of 
unemployment which entirely 
eliminated a wane decrease as 
a means of absorbing unemploy¬ 
ment due to a fall in prices’*. 

Keynes’s remedy instead was 
to increase “ the sum of invest¬ 
ment expenditure to a level 
which can absorb the produc¬ 
tion which excess unemployed 
labour can produce a . _ 

The correct answer ro 
unemployment was to allow 
labour to more from industries 


where demand is decliuing to 
those where it is rising, the 
paper suggested. 

“As long as the transfer of 
labour necessary to adapt the 
supply of labour ro the new 
demand has not taken place, 
the increase in demand which 
results from applying Keynes’s 
remedy trill cause the general 
price level to rise: in other 
words, inflation will result. 

“This is bow The General 
Theory (Keynes's main theoreti¬ 
cal work) gives governments a 
sure remedy for absorbing 
unemployment by inflation 
and for creating, once there is 
no more unemployment, a 
system of economic expansion 
and continuous over-employ¬ 
ment ”, the paper asserted. 

The new approach to unem¬ 
ployment spread quickly and 
** the Keynesian religion ”

Office staff 
pay survey 
shows wide 
disparities 

Rates of pay for similar jobs 
in London may vary by as 
much as 100 per cent as be¬ 
tween one company and 
another. This is one rather 
startling fact to emerge from a 
detailed survey* of remunera¬ 
tion and benefits for secretar¬ 
ial, clerical, data processing 
and junior staff carried out by 
Hay-MSL management consult¬ 
ants. 

The survey, which was con¬ 
fined to the London area, 
covers 40 organizations and 
20,000 jobs. It shows that by 
last November a middle range 
salary -for- an audio-typist had 
risen to about £2,500, while a 
top secretary can earn up to 
£+,476, though the median for 
such secretaries would be a lit¬ 
tle over £3,100- 

For most categories of job 
throughout the survey an out¬ 
standing feature is tbe wide 
discrepancy between salaries 
paid by tbe best paying com¬ 
panies and those by the worst. 
This suggests that many com¬ 
panies may have inadequate in¬ 
formation about what are the 
going rates, or perhaps that 
before the present rise in un¬ 
employment some companies 
cast aside management princi¬ 
ples in a scramble to obtain 
staff. 

The surrey notes that the 
basic aim of most firms is to 
have a regular annual salary, 
review, but that “over the past 
two years organizations have 
moved from a regular salary 
review pattern to one which is 
largely reactive to _external 
pressures, and in particular to 
government intervention. Some 
stabilization of the situation 
seems likelv up to August, 
1976.” 

During the 12 months from 
November, 1974, clerical sal¬ 
aries in London rose by 19-28 
per cent, roughly in line with 
die rise in the retail price 
index of 25.1 per cent. If the

Copper shares looking a good catch despite the gloom 


It may sound perverse to sug¬ 
gest buying copper shares when 
the news on the copper front 
appears to be nothing but 
disaster fallowing disaster, but 
now is the time to get in on the 
act. 

Certainly the. current outlook 
for the metal is gloomy. World¬ 
wide stockpiles are still expand¬ 
ing and now stand at an esti¬ 
mated 2 to 21 million tonnes, 
which is the equivalent to about 
four months consumption. Even 
though some mines have cut 
back production and others are 
on the verge of closure, stocks 
will continue to rise, notwith¬ 
standing . the ■ misfortunes 

besetting Zambia and the theo¬ 
retical cut back by the CIPEC 
countries. 

The copper price (cash wire) 
is still trying to break through 
the £600 a tonne barrier, a level 
not seen since last August. And 
while a rise in the metal price 
is only to be expected it will be 
gradual over the next two years, 
perhaps spurting now and then 
only to recede a little, before 
taking off at a potentially much 


fester rate and going well over 
the £1,000 a tonne mark in 1978. 

. At the current price, most 
copper mines are working at a 
loss with operating costs averag¬ 
ing perhaps £660 a tonne. Most 
projections are for a rise to a 
TnaTimiim of about £700 by the 
end of the year, to give a 12- 
month average of £630 to £650 
a tonne, compared with £557 
last year and £878 in 1974. But 
a rise to an average year price 
of £650 will be of little succour 
to the minin g companies, since 
increased operating costs will 
probably outstrip increased 
revenue. 

A further question mark 

hanging over copper is the 
extent to which advanced econo¬ 
mies will revive. If the haul out 
of recession is half-hearted or 
shortlived, demand will not pick 
up sufficiently to allow the 
copper price to forge ahead. 

But against this gloomy back¬ 
ground copper shares are tradi¬ 
tionally likely to be favoured. 
As the FT Industrial Index 
tends to lead the country’s 
economic activity by about a

year, so copper shares tend to 
untidpate a resurgence in the 
popularity of the metaL Here 
the timing cannot be so precise, 
but the basic indications are the 
degree of stockpiling, the metal 
price and economic prospects. 

Considerable interest is 
already being expressed and 
some of the more speculative 
stocks have moved fast. Such a 
one is Botswana RST, which has 
put on more than 50 per cent 
since early December but which 
has now run oat of steam. 
Botswana, a joint Charter Con¬ 
solidated, Amax operation, has 
been plagued with troubles, and 
it is openly admitted that it will 
be a longterm job to put it right. 

In copper’s present state, the 
choice should be the first line 
stocks. Although Messina is 
suspect by some on the copper 
side, it does have useful props 
such as the Datsun Nissan side 


which is now proving useful. 
The shares have risen about 16 
per cent since the beginning of 
the year and yield about 6 per 
cent at around 320p. 

The Australian MIM Holdings 
has also been building up a use¬ 
ful following although it is now: 
fairly close to its 12 month 
high ; while In Canada, Noranda 
is well placed to withstand any 
storms blowing over the copper 
scene. The world’s two biggest 
copper producers, the US Ken- 
neewtt Copper Corporation and 
Phelps Dodge are naturally 
from runners, with Kennecott 

commanding a large premium 
rating. 

Falabora, which actually ex¬ 
panded sales and output last 
year, is a low cost operation 
and is admirably placed within 
the South African economy. An 
alternative way in here is 
through Rio Tiuto-Zinc, which 
has ocher substaotial copper in¬ 
terest s (Bougainville, Lornex) 
and is the premier non-dollar 
premium stock. However, RTZ 
is more likely to follow the FT 
industrial index. 


Charter Consolidated and 
Selection Trust also have cop¬ 
per interests. Last year copper 
contributed only 4 per cent of 
Charter’s investment income, 
against 20 per cent the previous 
year. At Selection, copper has 
been of deer earing importa n ce. 

The more marginal and 
hi ghl y geared stocks will come 
into favour as the stockpile 
peaks. Lornex is fairly highly 
geared for an open pit opera¬ 
tion, although here KTZ’s Rio 
Algotn is sitting os 66 per cent 
of die shares, and Yukon Con¬ 
solidated has just over 20 per 
cent, while the mine is not yet 
in a position to pay a dividend. 

StiU in Canada, Bethlehem 

Copper and Gibraltar Mines 

would gain significantly from 
any meaningful shift in the 
copper price. RTZ’s Bougain¬ 
ville will certainly rise, although 
it is beset by its own particular 
tax and political problems. For' 
pure speculation. Consolidated 
Gold Field’s- Mount Lyell in 
Australia could nfce- ahead.

If you want to float a Euro¬ 
bond issue, now is a good time, 
according to AP-Dow Jones, 
quoting an investment bunker 
in London. Evidently the same 
advice is being repeated by in¬ 
vestment bankers around the 
world, for the volume of new 
Eurobond issues either com¬ 
pleted or scheduled for offer¬ 
ing in January has already- 
reached a record for any month 
—and January is only half over. 

Tne total so far already ex¬ 
ceeds $l,2D0m (nearly £&00m) 
and is still rising. 

An unusual aspect of the 
present market conditions is 
that the huge volume of new 
offerings has not yet acted to 
check rising prices. 

For instance, the Luxembourg 
Stock Exchange .index for 
maturity yields of 30 long-term 
Eurodollar bonds showed that 
prices rose this week to the 
poiut where yield's were pushed 
down to the lowest level for 
more than two years. 

At 8.S6 per cent on Wednes¬ 
day, the average yield was down 
from 9 per cent the previous 
week to the lowest level since 
October, 1973.
